In Expectation of a Lively Debate 


Over Hawaiian Matters. 


The Sherman Anti-Trust LBTT Do*» Not

\VASHINGTOX, Jan. 22.—The interest 


felt in the Hawaiian question was 
shown by the larg-e crowds that filled 
the senate galleries all day Monday in 
expectation of a lively debate on the 
subject of a warship at Honolulu. The 
public galleries were filled to overflow- 
ing, and the private galleries were oc- 
cupied by many prominent people, 
Minister Tnxirston, of Hawaii, was in 
the diplomatic gallery with a friend 
from the island republic, and natural- 
ly was one of the most interested list- 
eners. 


Senator Lodge early in the day in- 


troduced a resolution on the Hawaiian 
subject, in which he expressed the 
gratification of the senate at the send- 
ing of a ship to Honolulu, and at the 
same time stating- that a cable should 
be laid from San Francisco to Hawaii. 


The resolution also expressed the 


sense of the senate that steps should 
be at once taken looking toward an- 
nexation. The resolution was hardly 
read before both Senators Blackburn 
and Vest objected to its consideration. 
Alter the morning hour the democratic 
leaders decided that Senator Gray 
should defend the president and dis- 
cuss Senator Frey's resolution for send- 
ing a vessel to the islands, which was 
introduced on Saturday. 
„. 


Fry's resolution was called up, and 


Senator Gray took the floor. He 
sneered at the insurrection, with its 
•shedding of blood, as a small emeute, 
beneath the dignity of the United 
States senate, and he deprecated the 
attention which had been paid to it. 
He berated the newspapers for giving 
space to what he called a rambling ac- 
count of a second-rate affair, not com- 
parable for a moment in importance 
with the Brooklyn strike. 


He lauded Minister Willis, sneered at 


Admiral Walker as an overzealous ad- 
vocate of annexation and laid special 
stress upon the alleged declaration of 
President Bold; to Mr. Willis that it 
was fortunate a national vessel was 
not in the harbor of Honolulu.-—

The swing by way of New Orleans 


and Texas to the Pacific coast, over 
the Southern Pacific railway, is a long, 
hot and dry road to travel.

It seems that 
the last picking was not made, on ac- 
count of the low price of cotton, hence 
the white aspect of the country. 


The filching of Texas from Mexico

APPLE MERINGUE PIE. 


One of the Beat and Most >alat»bl« of 


French DeMertg. . 


A well-made apple meringue pie is 


one of the best of French desserts, even 
better than the favored lemon meringue 


P1|tewtart, well-flavored apples until 
they are thoroughly tender, adding 
only water enough to prevent its burn- 
ing. Sweeten them when done and 
press them through a fine strainer. To 
every pint of apple sauce add a table- 
spoonful of cornstarch. mixed to a thin 
•paste, the grated rind and juice of .one 
lemon, and a little grated nutmeg. 
Let the whole cook over a fire for 
three minutes, stirring it constantly, 
Then fill pie plates that have been 
lined with paste, and let them bake in 
a hot oven for half an hour. At the 
end of this time remove the pies, and 
when they are cooled a little make a 
meringue of two eggs and two heaping 
tablespoons of powdered sugar for each 
pie, and spread them roughly over the 
pies. Dredge the meringue thickly with 
sugar and set the pies again in the 
oven to cook for ten minutes. The oven 
should be so slow that at the end of 
that time they are delicately brown.— 
N. Y. Tribune.

A Delicious Table Sauce. 


Here is a nice store sauce to have in 


the house, good with steaks, chops, 
etc., and to flavor gravy: Take a pint 
of walnut vinegar (what is left at the 
bottom of pickle), boil it with four 
shallots cut in slices, a little more 
spice, such as peppercorns, allspice, 
mace and cloves, a teaspoonful of salt 
and one-half teaspoonful celery seed; 
one-quarter hour is long enough for 
the boiling. When cold it is strained 
and bottled ior use. The juice of green 
walnuts may be used instead of walnut 
vinegar, or even the green shells, when 
the fruit is ripe, can be -boiled and the 
liquor taken; vinegar must then be 
added in about half quantities.

The news of the death of Mr. Hutch- 


ins was received with sadness by al- 
most every resident of the city, and 
the general sentiment was voiced by a 
well known lawyer, who remarked 
when he heard the sad intelligence, 


'an honest, upright, noble gentle-

Was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1S41, and shortly 
afterward came to Portsmouth, having 
been attracted by the rapidly growing 
little city at the mouth of the Scioto.

was not a specialist in the law, but was 
what would be called a general prac- 
titioner, being proficient in all branches 
of the law.

The death of Mr. Hutchins removes 


from the circle of Portsmouth's pro- 
fessional men one of its most distin- 
guished me.-tibers. a man who, by his 
gentle manner.-, and unfailing courtesy 
to all. woa and c-ujoyed the respect and 
esteem of all with whom he tame in 
contact. 


A friend who has known Mr. Hutch- 


ins for many years bears testimony to 
bis gieat strength of character and to 
the elements that went to make up a 
great lavvyor ai:d a powerful intellect. 
As an attorney tie had no superior in 
all Southern Ohio. 
Before judge or 


jury he exerted a wonderful influence. 
He knew the law, and was clear and 
forceful in his. interpretation of it 
His 


briefs were models of legal acumen— 
they dealt in the very essence of law 
and l»gic. And the judges of the high- 
est courts in the state listened to him 
with the most considerate attention. 
Mr. Hutclmis and the late Col. O.scarF. 
Moore came to Portsmouth about the 
same time and began their legal career 
together. 
They were of nearly the. 


same age, and never were two attor-

more 
evenly 
matched.

many years they stood at the head 
of

.state, and fought many a legal battle 
with matchless skill. One of the most 
distinguished lawyers and statesmen

he ever knew.

many years of court practice—in trials 
bitterly fought for their clients—and 
in which they were generally arrayed 
on opposite sides, they never wrangled 
or "fell out."

Of late years, however, Mr. Hutchins 


has not engaged in minor cases, espe- 
cially of a criminal nature. He has, 
however, been engaged in several of 
the more important criminal cases. 
The greater part of his time, however, 
has been devoted to corporation and 
railroad business. 


One of the most important cases in 


which he took part, and the one 
which perhaps brought him more dis- 
tinction than any other in which he 
was engaged, was that of various fur- 
naces against the old M. & C. R. R, to 
recover excessive freight charges. Mr. 
Hutchins appearing for the plaintiffs. 
This case was bitterly contested on 
both sides, and finally, after years of 
litigation, was decided in favor of the 
plaintiffs, at Chillicothe, iti the early 
'SOs. His practice at the bar brought 
him

In 18S4 Mr. Hntchins was a delegate 


to the National Democratic convention, 
which nominated Grover Cleveland for 
the presidency, and thus, as he was a 
member of the convention at which 
the Democratic party went to pieces, 
so Mr. Hutchins. 24 years afterward, 
had the honor of being a delegate 
at a convention 
at which 
a re- 


united party nominated, 
and 
sub- 


sequently triumphantly elected' for the 
first time since iis disruption, its stand- 
ard hearer as president. This brought 
to a close his political career. Since 
1SS4 he has not taken an active part in 
politics, devoting himself to his lav? 
business. 


In 1S43 Mr. Hutchins was united in
